INTRANET/INTERNET UPDATE 


During the month of December, 
TSUD made significant progress 
towards its goal of Internet connec- 
tivity. The wiring infrastructure has 
been completed. The electronics 
have been installed and tested. The 
student computer labs in the School 
of Business and the Instructional 
Support Center have been config- 
ured for networking. Once the net- 
work becomes operational, the labs 
will be ready to be connected. The 
network servers and software have 
been ordered and several items have 
already arrived. 

In addition, the new Continuing 
Education Pentium-based computer 
lab at Northside Mall has been con- 
figured to provide network laser 
printing and network management 
of software installation and 
upgrades. The lab is operational 
and is currently being used for 


courses. The new network capabili- 
ties provide to Continuing 
Education the opportunity to expand 
their offerings of network-based 
courses. 

During Winter Quarter 1997, 
two key activities are scheduled. 
The first activity is the selection of 
an Internet service provider. TSUD 
has sent out a Request for Bid to a 
number of Internet — service 
providers. By early February, the 
selection process will be finalized. 
Once the provider has been selected, 
it will take the provider from four to 
six weeks to install and configure 
the hardware and software for 
Internet access. 

The second key activity is the 
installation, configuration, and test- 
ing of the network servers and soft- 
ware. This process includes the 
development and testing of opera- 


tional procedures, such as 
network backup/restore and 
virus protection, to ensure 
network availability. If all 
goes according to plan, 
these two activities should 
be completed by early Spring 
Quarter 1997. More updates will 
follow as TSUD moves closer to its 
goal of becoming “your online com- 
munity university.”

DR. MALONE SELECTED FOR 
GOVERNOR’S COUNCIL 


Dr. Michael Malone, TSUD president, has 
been selected by Governor Fob James to serve on 
the Governor’s Council on Education Technology 
(GCET). Also serving on the GCET is Dr. Andrew 
Sorensen, president of The University of Alabama. 

The GCET was created as part of the 
Govemor’s Information Technology Commission. 
The focus of the Council will be to establish a uni- 
fied plan for a technology based learning environ- 
ment that will increase the teaching and learning 
productivity of students and teachers and, thereby, 
produce’ students with the range of academic 
knowledge:and skills necessary to adapt to emerg- 
ing technologies and become productive citizens in 
a highly competitive global society. This unified 
plan is to ensure implementation of technology 
applications and programs with the capability to 
demonstrate increased student achievement in the 
major academic subjects. The accomplishment of 
these goals requires development of support, men- 
toring, and sustained ongoing training 
programs for educational staff, teachers, and stu- 
dents through integration of state-of-the-art com- 
puting and telecommunications technology. 

The Council has met on several occasions and 
has begun work on a technology plan for K-12 with 
linkage to higher education. The plan is to design 
connectivity such that all public schools and class- 
rooms in the State of Alabama have Internet and 
intranet capabilities. “It’s a bold, ambitious plan to 
bring connectivity to all the state’s classrooms. 
The State of Alabama is starting behind its neigh- 
bors with this endeavor, but whenever this plan is 
funded and enacted it should reflect the quality of 
the school plans from Georgia and Tennessee,” 
stated Malone. 

Other members of the GCET include the State 
Superintendent of Education as chair, the State 
Finance Director, Chairman of the Alabama 
Supercomputer Authority, the Chancellor of the 
Department of Postsecondary Education (or 
designee), two media specialists, and five K-12 
personnel to include at least three classroom teach- 
ers and two school administrators.
